He was a brick layer. good carpenter, 
shoemaker, barber, butcher, wood carver and 
farmer. He did lots of step dancing for pub- 
lic entertainment. 

With the help of his good wife, Clara, 
they raised a big family. Many sad ex- 
periences came into their home. such as 
sudden death and much sickness. Times 
were hard for them, but in spite of this, their 
open to the public at all hours.
